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In the following attempt to "point" the Canticles and 
Psalms, I have proposed to myself two very simple ends : 
first, to avoid every kind of false accent ; and, secondly, to 
obtain an easy and natural flow of words. Unless the first 
object be kept in view, the meaning of the Psalms themselves 
must perpetually be obscured ; while the second is necessary 
to satisfy the requirements of good taste and the dictates of 
musical feeling. It is in the combination of these two princi- 
ples — the principle of correct accent on the one hand and of 
good taste on the other — that the perfection of a system of 
pointing will naturally be found. 

Much has been said and written about the exceeding diffi- 
culty of the task which I have taken in hand. I venture to 
think that the difficulties are considerably lessened by a regard 
to the two principles suggested above. In the great majority 
of verses, the required emphasis would appear to decide the 
question of pointing at once. It can seldom be a matter of 
opinion whereabouts, in any short sentence, an intelligent 
reader would cause his emphasis to fall; and, wherever a 
stress is laid in reading, common sense requires that a musical 
accent should also be given when the words are sung. In 
chanting the Psalms, this accent can be obtained only in one 
way :* the emphatic syllable must be placed in the accented 
part — i.e., the beginning — of the Bar ;t and we shall have 
as many emphatic positions as the Chant has Bars.

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Now, the modern form of a Single Chant has been generally 
understood to consist of five Bars of strictly metrical time, 
besides two Bars of indefinite length, on which a certain 
number of words are more or less rapidly recited. And when 
the difficulty of reciting these words distinctly, without 
assigning any special emphasis to any of them, was found to 
engender the common fault of "gabbling," means were 
devised, more ingenious than practical, for obtaining an 
artificial accent on some word at the close of the Becitation. 
To meet this view, syllables have sometimes been marked 
with an acute or grave accent, and sometimes printed in 
capitals, or italics, or black letters ;* the word thus printed 
being intended to catch the Choristers' eye, and arrest him in 
his " gabbling ;" and also to denote the commencement of an 
"imaginary Bar," or an imaginary half-Bar, linking the 
Becitation of the Chant to its strictly metrical part. The 
system thus enunciated deserves to be treated with respect, 
because it has found favour with musicians of eminence, and 
is adopted to this day in many of our Cathedrals ; but few 
persons would be bold enough to say that it has proved suc- 
cessful. In my own very humble judgment, the utter misap- 
prehension which it betrays of the nature of the Beciting Note, 
and its unphilosophical attempt to obtain a musical accent 
otherwise than on musical principles, have overlaid a compa- 
ratively simple matter with a host of difficulties, and have 
thereby, in spito of the highest talents and the best inten- 
tions, rather discouraged than promoted the chanting of the 
Psalms themselves. 

The plain truth is that the Single Chant consists not of five 
metrical Bars, but of seven ; the first and the fourth of which 
are sometimes, but not always, preceded by a few words of 
recitation. In such verses, for instance, as Psalm cxlviii., 3 :

the seven Bars of the melody are just as plainly marked, and 
the Eecitation forms a natural and easy introduction to each 
phrase. 

The Eeciting Note, then, is not a part of the Chant itself, 
but an introduction to it ; not an indefinitely prolonged Bar, 
but a rapid recital of words which are incapable, by their very 
combination, of being comprised within any Bar which the 
given phrase puts at our disposal ; being subject, not to the 
laws of musical accent, but to those of punctuation, and the 
natural rhythm of words. And, if this truth be borne in 
mind, the transition from one part of the verse to the other 
becomes a matter of no difficulty whatever. For it is open to 
any Beader, whether reading on one note or on several, at any 
moment he pleases, to leave off reading, and begin to sing a 
metrical tune. It is what every English Priest does continually, 
when, as in chanting the Litany, he gives a musical inflection 
at the end of a prayer. But it is not open to any Singer, still 
less to a Choir of Singers together, to sing the first half of a 
musical phrase in no time at all, and to divide the other half 
into Bars. And, if any one attempts to do so, he produces 
just that hopeless confusion of accents, that awkward un- 
meaning pause, which has been the destruction of all good 
chanting since chanting first began. True singing is always 
metrical ;* and the reciting note, not being metrical, is no 
musical phrase at all, but a bond fide recitation, or reading (to 
borrow a homely illustration) in a sing-song manner. The 
seven Bars of melody, on the other hand, are seven true Bars, 



* Even in a rallentando, or ad libitum passage, the musical rhythm is 
strictly preserved ; the notes still retain their relative value ; and the time 
is not broken, but only changed. 
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beyond a certain word, they clearly cannot prevent his gabbling 
up to it : nay, they almost invite him to do so by the very fact 
of catching his eye. The true way to avoid gabbling, or any 
other fault, is to point your Psalter properly in the first 
instance, and place your accent in every case where the 
chorister's instinct tells him it ought to be. No boy can sing 
a verse well which is pointed badly ; but, see that your accents 
are true, and you need not puzzle and bewilder him with any 
further marks or signs. If your system requires such com- 
plicated machinery to work it, so much the worse for the 
system. It is no merit in a Psalter, but very much the 
reverse, that it should be so overloaded with varieties of type 
and mysterious symbols as to look more like a Mathematical 
Treatise than a book of devotions; and you can have no 
better test of a really good system of pointing than this — that 
your verses flow so naturally and smoothly, as to help the 
chorister to learn his Psalms by heart, and sing them without 
any book whatever. 

Acting on these principles, and with seven true Bars at my 
disposal to mark my accented words, I have very generally 
found my verses almost painting themselves as I have read 
them over, without giving me any trouble at all. .But, on the 
other hand, there are certain verses which it is undeniably hard 
to point satisfactorily; verses in which the principles of correct 
accent and good taste come manifestly into collision; and 
where we have to choose whether we will sacrifice the right 
emphasis, that our sentence may run more smoothly, or pre- 
serve the spirit of the writer's meaning, at the expense of an 
awkward combination of words. In such cases as these we 
must do the best we can ; and probably, when we have done it, 
we shall be dissatisfied still : but it will help us, in making 
our choice, to bear this always in mind — that the system of 
pointing which is correct, but harsh, will commend itself more 
and more to our common sense, and grow upon us every day; 
while that which violates unduly the spirit and intention of 
the words, for the sake of gratifying the ear with a pleasing 
cadence, will perpetually offend our understanding, and weary 
us with its lifelessness and unreality. In other words, it is 
possible to become reconciled, by frequent use, to a clumsy 
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sentence; bnt it is not possible, by any amount of practice, to 
make a false accent appear true. 

It is on this ground that I claim the kind indulgence of 
those into whose hands my little book may happen to fell. 
Guided ever by the firm conviction, that the true principles of 
pointing the Psalms are natural, and not artificial, and are 
seated far beyond the reach of mere conventional rules, I have 
transgressed, again and again, a host of popular theories, and 
done violence, I fear, to many a deeply rooted prejudice. I 
have even introduced four syllables into a Bar,* if the Bar 
seemed naturally to include them. But, by way of apology for 
doing so, I ask the intelligent reader to consider the alternative. 
Let him read or sing to himself the following verses, pointed 
first as I find them given in the Psalters most generally used, 
and afterwards on the principle which I have myself adopted, t

Let the reader compare clause with clause, and say candidly 
whether the first is not stiff 1 and stilted beyond all endurance, 
and untrue to sense besides ; while the other is at least natural 
and spirited, and conveys the real meaning of the words. Let 
him say whether it is not almost inconceivable, that any 
musician, or any man of taste, could invent a set of accents so 
hopelessly false, for the sake of gratifying a mere thoughtless 
prejudice against placing four syllables in a Bar. Does not 
common sense, and every other instinct which may be supposed 
to guide a reasonable man, point at once to the conclusion, 
that the spirit of the words must in every possible instance be 
preserved at all hazards, unless the magnificent poetry of the 
Psalter is to be turned into sheer nonsense, before a whole con- 
gregation of worshippers ? And if, as in the 6th of the above 
illustrations, the singer should encounter a really awkward 
passage here and there, and should find it difficult to sing 
clearly four syllables in a Bar, is not the remedy obvious 
enough, that he must practice the distinct articulation of his 
consonants until it becomes easy? 

While speaking, however, of distinct articulation, it may 
perhaps be worth while to raise the question whether our 
present system of chanting is not a great deal too fast. 
Nobody, of course, would advocate "drawling;" but it is 
surely possible to err in the other extreme : and the reckless 
fashion in which syllables are now crowded together, and 
commas ignored, tells its own tale only too plainly. We have 
gained a certain amount of vigour and briskness ; but, if we 
have lost distinctness and expression, we have made but a 
poor exchange. 

The correct pronunciation of certain words in the Psalter is 
a matter which has been so much neglected, that I hope to be 
forgiven for offering a few remarks upon it. I make this 
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apology advisedly, because this is a point upon which people 
are somewhat sensitive, and some persons might be disposed 
to take offence where no offence was intended. The illustra- 
tions which I have drawn are naturally taken from districts 
with which I am myself familiar. It could scarcely have been 
otherwise, unless I were content to be merely theorising, 
instead of dealing with mistakes of actual occurrence. But 
nobody is too old to learn, or too perfect for improvement ; 
and a slovenly or false pronunciation is so serious a blemish 
in any system of chanting, that it is worth some little pains 
to correct and overcome it. In some parts of the provinces 
the letter s or c is perpetually turned into z, and you will hear 
dezolate for desolate, plazes for places, fazes for faces, and 
sacrifize for sacrifice. The dropping of the H is a fault 
to which it is scarcely necessary to call attention, except for 
the sake of noticing two specially painful instances of it, in 
the words holy and abhor. The broad pronunciation of the 
long i is most commonly observed in and near London. The 
words loight, dlvoine, and toime, are familiar examples. In 
the same district, as in others, may be noticed a distressingly 
nasal rendering of the words loud, shout, Thou, &c, which, 
however, it is impossible to illustrate by any mode of spelling. 
On the other hand, words of this class are frequently pro- 
nounced far too broad, and made to sound as if they were 
load, and though. The former effect, it may be remarked, is 
produced by widening the mouth ; the latter by contracting it, 
till it becomes almost round. 

Consoom for consume, noo for new, saith for saith, fullish 
for foolish, neether for neither, coir for choir (Quire), opun 
for open, takern for taken, are signs of an imperfect education, 
and ought to be speedily abandoned. But heighth for height, 
covechus for covetous, forgivem and heavem, instead of forgiven 
and heaven, and amongst or among, made to rhyme with 
strong, instead of with strung, are, on the part of educated 
persons, manifest oversights, which a moment's consideration 
would rectify. The words against and again are often most un- 
necessarily lengthened out, and should always be pronounced, as 
indeed they were formerly spelt, agenst and agen. Such words 
as heaven, even, driven, and towards, should always be treated 
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as one syllable; and wherever two notes are assigned to them, 
they should not be divided, but slurred. It is not however 
necessary, on this account, to leave out the vowels of such 
words, and employ an apostrophe, after the fashion which is 
permitted to disfigure the pages of all our Poetry Books. The 
merest child could scarcely go wrong in reading such words as 
listening, every, suffering, favourite, dangerous, the ocean, and 
to adore; or require that they should be written for him 
listening, ev'ry, suffering, favorite, dangWous, th'ocean, and 
t 9 adore. Imagine a Virgil or Horace treated in a similar 
manner, and the line Postquam altos ventum in montes, atque 
invia lustra* printed, for the schoolboy's convenience, Postqu' 
altos venVin montes, atqxC invia lustra ! And surely the rules 
of prosody are at any rate not less strict in Latin than in 
English. 

There are certain words concerning which I speak with 
great diffidence, because in so doing I am brought into col- 
lision with a class of persons whom I esteem so highly, that I 
should always suspect myself of being in the wrong in cases 
wherein we differ. It appears to be a generally accepted 
principle, that some particular words are to be pronounced in 
one way when read, and in another way when sung. Now, 
of course, if the Professor tells you that such and such sounds 
cannot be satisfactorily rendered in singing, the matter is 
settled at once, and the Amateur's mouth is closed. He may 
regret that his native tongue, which he has fondly believed to 
be the most poetical and expressive of all languages under 
heaven, should prove to be so ill adapted for the highest 
purpose to which language can possibly be applied, that its 
words have to be tortured out of shape, and robbed of all their 
primary significance, before they can be employed as vehicles 
of musical sound. But he can do no more than regret it. 
The Professor must be the best judge of his own business, and 
it would be sheer impertinence to attempt to teach him. But 
is it, after all, an absolute necessity that words should be so 
perverted? Must hath be always harth, and blasphemy, 
blarsphemy, and pants, parnts ? Must ear, fear, and near,

Must the derivation of such words as glor-y, endur-eth, and 
fur-ious, be for ever obscured, and a totally different impression 

of their meaning conveyed, by rendering them glo ry> 

endu reth, and fu rious / My own 

humble belief is that a careful consideration of such a matter 
as this is not beneath the dignity of even the most accom- 
plished vocalist; that the distinct enunciation of our con- 
sonants has been most unfairly neglected, and the vowels 
exaggerated to such a degree that one word can scarcely be 
distinguished from another ; and that a most mischievous but 
not unnatural prejudice has thereby arisen, that singing as a 
general rule tends to obscure the meaning of words, and ought 
not therefore to be encouraged, to any great extent, in the ser- 
vices of the Church. Something also is probably due to the care- 
lessness of composers, who have divided, or suffered others to 
divide, the words which they have set to music, without due 
regard to their meaning. I am not aware of one single coin- 
position, in the whole range of Church music, in which the 
etymology of the words is not thus ruthlessly set at defiance. 
Righ-teow, spea-keth, accor-ding, visi-ted, and u-pon, are 
indefensible on any principle whatever. It might be con- 
sidered, perhaps, almost an affectation to insist on the correct 
division of such words as salv-ation, serv-ant, and post-erity ; 
but there is one word which ought to be rescued at any cost, 
for the sake of the precious signification it bears. lie-deem, 
if it means anything at all, means to think again. Nobody 
would suppose, to see it thus divided, that it is derived from 
the Latin emo, and means to buy back again. 

It has always been a mystery to me how any man of good 
taste can endure the conventional treatment, by poets and 
musicians, of the word wind. Pronounced short, as it should 
be, there is not a more expressive or musical word in the 
English language. You can almost hear the breeze rustling 
past you as you say it. The long pronunciation, wind, is no 
doubt equally poetical in its way, but suggests some totally 
different idea — a pathway, perhaps, climbing a hill, or a river

wandering through the meadows. It certainly cannot be 
suggestive, even to the most vivid imagination, of the winds 
of heaven. And as for the difficulty of enunciating it, it is 
not quite apparent why wind should be harder to sing than 
winter, or wings, or window, or whisper, or withered — words 
perpetually occurring in songs of every class. The argument 
sometimes employed on behalf of the pronunciation wind, 
that poets cannot find a word to rhyme with wind, it does not 
come within the scope of the present work to answer. 
Possibly it might be hardly worth while to answer it under 
any circumstances, either here or anywhere else. 

There is one painfully general fault, chiefly in connection 
with the singing of the Psalms, which concerns the Congrega- 
tion and not the Choir. Following out the present popular 
theory* of Congregational Music, anybody who fancies that he 
has a quick ear, and who happens to be attending the Service 
in some Cathedral or elsewhere, imagines himself qualified, 
and therefore called upon, to assist the Trebles with their 
melody, whenever he can catch it from them. And you may 
hear not casual visitors only, but habitual attendants at our 
Choral Services — men who have been familiar with Cathedrals 
all their life, and ought to know better — uttering the most 
distressing sounds, extemporising, scrap by scrap, little voice- 
parts of their own, humming to themselves the Chorister's 
solo, taking up, after their own fashion, the Treble points or 
leads, and making themselves on the whole so conspicuous, 
that if they were placed immediately behind the Choir, instead 
of at some little distance from it, the Service must inevitably 

* This theory appears to be, (1) that every Christian worshipper is 
bound, by his very membership with the Church, to join in certain portions 
at least of the service, whether it be Choral or otherwise; and, (2) 
viewing the obligation as a privilege, that it is his undoubted right to do 
so. I have never yet discovered any pretence of an argument on which 
either principle can be maintained. The first is sufficiently disposed of 
by the fact, that to a considerable number of persons singing is a physical 
impossibility. And, as for the privilege of singing, it seems to have 
been generally overlooked that, by a universal law of morals, no right 
whatever can be claimed for those who do not qualify themselves to 
exercise it. The right to join in a musical service is acquired by 
submitting to a musical training ; and is forfeited at once by any man, 
however highly endowed with natural gifts, who will not be at the pains 
to cultivate either his voice or ear. 
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be stopped altogether. What can sueh a man think ? Does 
he really suppose that all the education and daily practice of 
the Choir is to go absolutely for nothing ; and that he, who 
has never devoted half an hour in the whole course of his 
existence to the cultivation of his voice and ear, can possibly 
be fit to join in a service, for the bare performance of which it 
is necessary to bring together some two dozen of more or less 
accomplished singers, at a cost of from £1500 or £2000 a 
year ? He may become fit to join in such a service if he 
pleases. Granting that he has been endowed with a certain 
amount of musical taste, the ways of cultivating it are just 
as open to him as to any member of the Choir. But if he 
will not learn to sing properly, it is not reasonable that he 
should attempt to sing at all. And if he could only know 
what mischief he is doing, what a foolish exhibition of 
himself he is making, and how persistently he is thwarting 
the best efforts of the Organist and Choir, he would surely 
either put himself at once in the Choirmaster's hands, or 
desist from his attempts at singing altogether. 

With reference to the above paragraph, which has been 
forced from me by the painful experience of many years, I 
will assure the reader that nothing is further from my purpose 
than to wound, however slightly, the feelings of any one. 
At the same time it must be remembered, that if the fear of 
giving offence is always to forbid our speaking out, popular 
abuses could never be corrected. All that seems needful is 
that the subject should be introduced with judgment, and 
dealt with in temperate language ; and, whereinsoever I have 
fallen short in this respect, I offer my sincere apologies. 
Nevertheless it is scarcely fair that the annoyance should be 
admitted only on one side ; that persons should be at liberty 
to sing out of tune as much as they please, and any one 
should be thought guilty of bad taste who ventures to raise 
objections. And, after all, those whose privilege it is to 
distress their neighbours and interrupt the service, to their 
hearts' content, every day of their life, cannot think them- 
selves very hardly used, if they meet with no severer rebuke 
than a mild word of expostulation from an occasional writer. 

The notes which I have added at the foot of each Psalm 
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are designed to explain the meaning of the more difficult 
passages, and will, I trust, be found useful and clear. They 
are gathered chiefly from Mr. Perowne's Book of Psalms, and 
from Mr. Hawkins* smaller work on the same subject. 

It seems necessary to observe, with reference to the marks 
of expression in the margin, that each mark is meant to 
signify just what it is worth, and no more ; that dim, for 
instance, does not mean p, nor cres, f; and that neither 
does ff mean that the Chorister is to shout at the top of his 
voice, nor pp that he is to leave off singing altogether. 
Singing piano has, moreover, no necessary connexion with 
slackening the time, or singing loud with increasing it. 

A separate Chant is suggested for each Psalm, and a 
reference made to the best reading of it easily procurable. 
All adaptations have been excluded; all Chants in unison; 
and all such common favourites as have no merit besides their 
popularity. The choice of single and double chants has been 
applied to what would appear to be its most obvious use, and 
the former have only been employed when the entire Psalm, 
or the groups into which it naturally falls, may happen to 
consist of an odd number of verses. 

I will only add a few very short and simple suggestions, 
which may help the Chorister and others to chant with more 
understanding. 

1. Never sing with the Trebles, unless you have a Treble 

voice, or unless the whole Choir are singing in unison. 

2. Never permit yourself, under any amount of temptation, 

to sing by ear. 

3. Use your lips and your tongue as well as your chest, 

and sound out your consonants clearly. 

4. Mind your stops in the Recitation, but never pause or 

take breath in the middle of a phrase. 

5. Avoid every kind of conceit and affectation, and pro- 

nounce your words as naturally as if you were reading. 

6. Try to feel the meaning of what you sing, and to look 

as if you felt it.

INTRODUCTION. 



The Prayer Book Version of the Psalms is taken from 
" Cranmer's Bible," as translated by Tyndal and Coverdale, 
and put forth, with a Preface by Cranmer, in 1539. In 1611, 
this Bible was superseded by our present Authorized Version ; 
but the old translation of the Psalms in the Book of Common 
Prayer was permitted to remain. The Prayer Book Version is 
therefore more than seventy years older than that of the Bible, 
and is critically the less correct of the two ; but it is better 
adapted for chanting, being cast in a more rhythmical form. 

The Psalter was divided by the Jews into five books, ending 
respectively with Psalms 41, 72, 89, 106, and 150. Seventy- 
three of the Psalms are ascribed to David ; one, the 90th, to 
Moses ; two, the 72nd and 127th, to Solomon ; twelve to the 
Sons of Korah, musicians of the tribe of Levi ; and fourteen 
to the three chief singers of David, Asaph, Heman, and 
Ethan. (1 Chron. xv. 19.) Of the fifty remaining Psalms 
the authorship is uncertain ; but some of them are supposed 
to have been written in the time of Hezekiah, and the Assyrian 
invasion ; and others during the exile of the Jews in Babylon, 
or immediately after their return. 

Seven of the Psalms (25, 34, 37, 111, 112, 119, 145) take 
the form of an acrostic, having the initial letters of each verse 
or group of verses arranged in alphabetical order. The six 
Psalms (113 — 118), which constituted the Hallel, or Song of 
Praise sung by the Jews at their greater Festivals, are believed 
to be the Hymn which our blessed Saviour sang with His 
disciples before going to the Mount of Olives. The Pilgrim 
Songs, or Psalms of Degrees (120 — 134), commemorate the 
return from captivity; and were sung by pilgrims as they 
went up to Jerusalem to keep the yearly feasts. The Halle- 
lujah Psalms (146 — 150) are so called because each of them 
begins with the words Praise ye the Lord.

INTRODUCTION. 

Various explanations have been given of those Prayers for 
vengeance upon his enemies which occur in several of the 
Psalms of David, especially in the 7th, 81st, 85th, 69th, and 
109th, and which some persons have regarded as almost 
inconsistent with the spirit of the Bible. It is probable, 
however, that they were uttered by David in his prophetic 
character, as a declaration of God's wrath against sinners, 
while their apparent harshness is considerably softened when 
we remember that they are the words, not of a Christian, but 
of a Jew. 

With reference to the general spirit in which the Psalter is 
to be understood, it need only be observed that each Psalm is 
capable of many applications, and almost every verse of 
several distinct meanings. There is, first, the Historical 
application to the time and circumstances under which the 
sacred Poem was written. There is the Mystical application 
of those who love to trace some allegory of the spiritual life 
in every page. There is the Prophetical application to the 
Messiah and His Kingdom — sometimes obvious enough, and 
confirmed by the New Testament itself; sometimes, perhaps, 
more fanciful than practical, or even true. And there is the 
devotional application to the life and experience of the 
Christian, who finds in every history a warning, and in every 
promise a word of hope. For each and all of these there is a 
legitimate time and place; but it is not the design of the 
following notes to illustrate specially any one of them. All 
that has been attempted is to render the primary meaning of 
the words employed as clear as possible, leaving the reader to 
make his own application of them as he may feel disposed.
